Poderjay asid:

Had Large Sum. 


Miss Tufverson had drawn $25,000 


from her New York banking account 
before her marriage to Poderjay, 
who previously had wedded the 
French woman in London . He had 
conducted an extensive correspond- 
ence with Mme. Ferrand, while he 
was in New York, about his love af- 
fair with Miss Tufverson and had 


Insisted that he did -not want to 
marry the American woman, who he 
described as "an old.wagon". 


But Mme. Ferrand, the police an- 


nounced, wrote Poderjay: 


"You marry her. Then if anything 


wonderful should happen we have 
money." 


Suspicion of Murder. 


Apparently If was In reply to this 
letter_ihat Poderjay predicted that 
"c. miracle will happen soon, mak- 
ing us rich." 


The police announced today that 


they have concluded their examina- 
tion of Poderjay and Mme. Ferrand 
and have sufficient evidence to de- 
i in the pair while the American au- 
thorities seek further Information as 
a basis for Indictments leading to 
their extradition. The. Jugo-Slavian 
Is held on the charge of suspicion 
of murder and Mme. Ferrand Is ac- 
cused ol suspicion ot having profited 
by a murder.

Bricks and timbers were 
showered on homes near the plant 
that was struck. 


Violence Near Tornado Stage. 
The violence of the storm in Pitts- 


burgh resembled the fury of a near- 
tornado. A steady gale of about 50 
miles an hour was reported as the 
wind gained in velocity. At times, 
the gale was reported as reaching 
a velocity of 80 miles an hour. 


Weather bureau attaches said that 


the storm was eeneral over the east- 
ern half of the country. It struck 
Columbus,. O., late yesterday after- 
noon, and reached Pittsburgh about 
two hours later. 


In addition to the general proper- 


ty and personal damage, the storm 
caused a near-flood condition In 
many sections of the city and wash- 
ed away cinder walks In the outlying 
districts. 


Traffic on a. "key" boulevard -was 


blocked for almost an hour when 
surface water gathered behind a 
section of wall, causing it to bulge 
and finally fall outward into the 
traStc lanes. 


Some damage was done to a fire 


engine company building In East 
Liberty when the hose tower was 
struck by lightning. 


The storm also stranded two per- 


sons in a boat in the middle of the 
Ohio river at Espten. A police emer- 
gency call was sent because of the 
wind and wave peril, but the two 
managed to get ashore without as- 
sistance. 


In Pittsburgh. 


In Pittsburgh's downtown district, 


lightning struck In several places. 
Minor damage was done to various 
buildings and traffic was Impeded. 


From many points in the city, 


roofs were reported torn from houses 
by the fury of the gale. . 


In the boroughs and outlying dis- 
tricts trolley lines were tied up and 
traffic halted. Streets In these sec- 
tions were littered with tree trunks 
and branches as a result of the 
storm.

At. least two .automobile wrecks, In

Gerlach presented himself at the 
time scheduled for the opening of 
the 1932-33 school term, but was not 
permitted to teach. He then brought 
suit for his year’s salary. 
His main contention was that the 
action of the school board in can- 
bls contract violated section 
403, article 4 of the school code, 
which provides that in cases of this 
kind It is necessary that the indi­ 
vidual vote of each member of the 
board be recorded on the minutes. 
Judge Chambers, in hi» opinion 
holds 
that this is a very import­ 
ant provision of the code. It was also 
shown at the trial that Gerlach 
had not been able to get employ­ 
ment at his profession during the 
school period term of 1932-33, but 
had worked some on a farm. Had 
Gerlach been able to get a school 
he would not have sustained the loss 
caused by the cancellation of his 
contract, but the court holds that 
farm work could 
not 
reasonably 
have compensated him for his loss. 
The consolidated school district will 
now have to pay the verdict unless 
the case is appealed, when its final 
disposition must await the opinion 
of the higher court.

AMERICA RATIFIES PACT 


In a batch of 12 treaties ratified by the senate the other day with- 


in an hour, one stands out as important because of the present agitation 
tar regulation of the manufacture and sale of munitions of war. 


The convention was signed at Geneva in 1925. It provides for 


supervision of international trade in arms, ammunition and implements 
of war, including aircraft and airships. Control of the sale of arms 
would be placed in the hands of each signatory government, with the 
provision that full publicity be given all sales. The declared purpose of 
the pact is to keep the sale of war implements "within the proper chan- 
nels." Each nation would exercise control within its territory -accord- 
ing to its own laws. 


Only nine of the 22 nations that signed the convention have rati- 


fied it unconditionally. 
The United States approved it with a reserva- 


tion that, as far as America was concerned, the pact should not become 
effective until ratified by Belgium, Great Britain, Czechoslovakia, Prance, 
Germany, Italy, Japan, Sweden and Soviet Russia. 


In view of world conditions generally at present, the prospect that 


the treaty soon will go into effect is very slight. The senate's action, 
Mvertheless, places this country on record again as being ready to do 
its part in behalf of advancing the cause of world peace.

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PUBLIC CURIOSITY

RS. ANNA ROOSEVELT DALL, daughter of the president,

AMERICA RATIFIES PACT 


In a batch of 12 treaties ratified by the senate the other day with- 


in an hour, one stands out as important because of the present agitation 
tor regulation of the manufacture and sale of munitions of war. 


The convention was signed at Geneva in 1925. It provides for 


•upervision of international trade in arms, ammunition and implements 
of war, including aircraft and 'airships. Control of the sale of arms 
would be placed in the hands of each signatory government, with £he 
provision that full publicity be given all sales. The declared purpose of 
the pact is to keep the sale of war Implements "within the proper chan- 
nel*." 'Each nation would exercise control within its territory accord- 
ing to Its own laws. 


Only nine of the 22 nations that signed the convention have rati- 


fied it.unconditionally. The United States approved it with a reserva- 
tion that, as far as America was concerned, the pact should not become 
effective until ratified by Belgium, Great Britain, Czechoslovakia; France, 
Germany, Italy, Japan, Sweden and Soviet Russia. 


In view of world conditions generally at present, the prospect that 


the treaty soon will go into effect is very slight. The senate's action, 
••vertheless, places this country on record again as being ready to do 
its part in behalf of advancing the cause of world peace. 


EXPLOITING CRIME 


The father of John Dlllinger, the nation's most wanted killer, Is 


reported to be considering a stage offer. 


The offer was made, of course, because of the publicity the father 


has received as result of the murderous and other'criminal exploits of 
the younger DUlinger. For the elder man-to accept it would be to cash in 
on his son's lins. The question is one for him :to decide, There are 
many fathers, however—and there is a refreshing feeling in believing 
the great majority- of father!)—would spurn such an offer.

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PUBLIC CURIOSITY 
M 
RS. ANNA ROOSEVELT DALL, daughter of the president, 
on her way to Reno to get a divorce, thinks “there is very 
little reason why the private life of anyone should he exposed 


to the glare of publicity.” 
The only reason is public curiosity that increases in direct 
proportion to the prominence of those whose lives are affected. 
Mrs. Dali’s being the daughter of the president of the United 
States may not give the public a greater right to pry into her 
private affairs but it does make her private life a subject of al­ 
most universal interest and of what probably may be better 


described as curiosity. 
This show of curiosity naturally is embarrassing to Mrs. 
Dali, as was a similar experience through which her brother, 
Elliott, passed about a year ago when he was divorced, 
it is 
part of the price she has to pay for being a daughter of a presi­ 


dent. 
By accepting it in this light and proceeding as quietly and 
unobstrusively as possible in the contemplated proceedings, 
which she apparently plans to do, her burden wili be lightened. 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE GOVERNOR 
When President Roosevelt and Governor Pinchot smiled at each 
other at the Yale commencement it was taken as a m atter of course, 
but when the president in the course of his prepared address made it 
a point to praise the governor the heads of the wiseacres began to wag. 
There was the appearance of a mild political flirtation, and not so mild 
a t that, because this was the second time within a month that Mr. 
Roosevelt had taken occasion to say nice things about Pennsylvania’s 
governor in public addresses. 
This is all very fine for Mr. Pinchot, even though he is not run­ 
ning for anything—at the moment—but what about Candidate Guffey, 
who is after the seat in the United States senate to which the governor 
aspired? So far he has not been the recipient—in public—of any presi- 
tential encomiums. Joe Guffey insists th at he is the Roosevelt candi­ 
date for senator. In any event the president might toss a few kind words 
in Mr. Guffey’s direction. If he doesn’t it is conceivable that the Demo­ 
cratic candidate might sue Governor Pinchot for the alienation of the 
president’s political affections. It is a dreadful thing to be the victim of 
unrequited love. 
In the meantime Postmaster General Farley, in dedicating a new 
post office building at Stroudsburg on the same day, made an attem pt to 
supply the omission. He bestowed his blessing on both Mr, Guffey and 
Mr. Earle and expressed the hope th at both would be elected. 
In the 
absence of anything better th at should cheer the Democratic candidates. 
—Philadelphia Inquirer. 


AMERICA RATIFIES PACT 
In a batch of 12 treaties ratified by the senate the other day with­ 
in an hour, one stands out as im portant because of the present agitation 
for regulation of the manufacture and sale of munitions of war. 
The convention was signed at Geneva in 1925. 
It provides for 
supervision of international trade in arms, ammunition and implements 
of war, including aircraft and airships. 
Control of the sale of arms 
would be placed in the hands of each signatory government, with the 
provision th a t full publicity be given all sales. The declared purpose of 
the pact is to keep the sale of war implements “within the proper chan­ 
nels.” 
Each nation would exercise control within its territory accord­ 
ing to its own laws. 
Only nine of the 22 nations th at signed the convention have rati­ 
fied it unconditionally. 
The United States approved it with a reserva­ 
tion that, as far as America was concerned, the pact should not become 
effective until ratified by Belgium, G reat Britain, Czechoslovakia, France, 
Germany, Italy, Japan, Sweden and Soviet Russia. 
In view of world conditions generally at present, the prospect that 
the treaty soon will go into effect is very slight. The senate’s action, 
■•vertheless, places this country on record again as being ready to do 
its part in behalf of advancing the cause of world peace. 


EXPLOITING CRIME 
The father of John Dillinger, the nation’s most wanted killer, is 
reported to be considering a stage offer. 
The offer was made, of course, because of the publicity the father 
has received as result of the murderous and other criminal exploits of 
the younger Dillinger. For the elder m an to accept it would be to cash in 
on his son’s sins. 
The question is one for him to decide. 
There are 
many fathers, however—and there is a refreshing feeling in believing 
the great majority of fathers—would spurn such an offer. 
We believe, nevertheless, the stage is more deserving of criticism 
for making the offer than would be the father for accepting it. The ap­ 
pearance of the elder Dillinger as an attraction would be in the nature 
of glorifying crime and criminals. The stage ought to have a higher pur­ 
pose than this. 
The remedy for this tendency is in the hands of the public. If the 
latter would refuse to pay its money to see such exhibitions, these would 
not be offered. Final responsibility, therefore, rests upon the public. 


THE MACOM PASSES 
The Macon. New York’s glorified tugboat, is to be dismantled. 
The well-known little vessel, which used to scurry down the Bay 
to take off heroes from ocean liners and bring them back for the Broad­ 
way ticker-tape parade, will be shunted to the dark waters of oblivion. 
It was a grand gesture, but Mayor La Guardia will have none of it. 
Thus passes another tradition which will probably be welcomed by 
future visitors of note. They will be able to dock in comfort and, per­ 
haps, duck the ceremonies.

I RATIONALIZE, you rationalize, 
nearly everybody you know ration­ 
alizes.

(International N ew s Service) 
WASHINGTON, June 23.-Six of 
the foremost "public enemies” in 
the country are soon to be named 
by the department of justice and 
large rewards offered for their cap­ 
ture, dead or alive, the Washington 


Herald said today in a copyrighted 
story. The list is headed by John 
Dillinger as No. 1 public enemy. 
Ten thousand dollars is the price 
to be put on his head, the story 
stated. 
Other enemies and the prices were 
named as follows: 
2. George ("Baby Face”) Nelson, 
one of Dillinger’s associates, $10,000. 
3. Alvin Karpis, $5,000. 
4. Arthur Barker, $5,000. 
5. Homer Van Meter, $5,000. 
6. Charles (“Pretty Boy”) Floyd, 
$5,000. 
Also, $5,000 will be offered for in^ 
formation leading to the capture of 
Dillinger, and $1,000 for information 
leading to the capture of the others. 
Rewards Authorized. 
Congress recently authorized the 
attorney general to offer up to $25,- 
000 reward for the capture of any 
criminal he deemed a public enemy. 
All six are known to be killers, 
kidnapers, bank robbers and all- 
around bad men. 
Nelson and Van Meter are Dillin­ 


ger’s closest associates and most 
trusted lieutenants. 
Another was 
"Machine Gun Tommy” Carroll, 
who was recently killed by the po- 
lice in Iowa.** Before hfTdiecThe was 
asked where Dillinger was, and he 
gasped "I hid him”. 
Floyd "Lone Wolf.” 
Karpis and Barker are less well 
known than the others, but they are 
credited with several kidnapings, in­ 
cluding that of Edward G. Bremer 
of St. Paul. 
Floyd has occasionally associated 
with Dillinger, but is more of a lone 
wolf. 
He has been a "bad man” 
in the southwest for years, and is 
notoriously quick on the trigger.

“The party of the first part agrees 
to furnish the party of the second 
part with suitable room and board 
* during the above-mentioned period. 
“This contract to hold good from 
May 18, 1807, to June 25, 1897.“

It is related th at Waddell did not 
receive the message asking him to 
report for the game with Wampum 
until around noon of the day of the 
Procuring a horse and buggy, 
he drove furiously from his home

Rube Waddell was a particular 
friend of Judge James A. Chambers

With Athletics 
Rube became famous later with

'In 1904, when he struck out 343 men 
in 46 games.

He had difficulty in

It was said of him 
th at he could split a two-inch board 
with a baseball, so terrific was his 
speed.

est during the week of May 20. It 
averaged slightly over 1000 eggs a 
day for that week. Now it is about

been gathered from the laying fields 
to date and we expect that the total 
production for the season will go 
something over the total if or last 
season, which was 
61,000," Mr. 
Warfel stated, adding that "29,000 
of these eggs have been set in the 
incubators her^e at the farm and 
about 5,000 more 'will be set before 
the close of the hatching season. 
Of the 29,000 set, 17,876 have com- 
pleted the process of incubation, 
hatching 14,076 pheasants chicks.

while the remaining 2,100 were de- 
livered to sportsmen's organizations 
that were interested enough to se- 
cure brooding equipment similar to 
that on the state game farm and 
raise the birds for distribution on 
open hunting grounds. 


High Percentage Of Hatching- 
Due to the high percentage of 
hatching (over 78 percent of all eggs 
set) the broders were 'filled to ca- 
pacity-early in'June and were a. 
little crowded, setting of eggs .was 
curtailed long enough to allow the' 
first hatches to reach the proper 
age to be removed from the brooder 
houses before the second crop of 
birds hatched for those houses. For 
the first filling of the brooder 
houses a setting schedule of 2,000 
eggs every- fourth day was main- 
tained until enough eggs had been 
set to fill the brooders and supply 
the demand for day-old pheasant 
chicks. 


The 10,000 egg incubators has 


been filled again, - settings of 2,000 
and 2,250 eggs each having .been 
put in. They are placed in an order 
to make it possible to allow: one day 
for cleaning and disinfecting the 
brooder house and supplying fresh 
litter and re-adjusting the ther- 
mostable heat- control after each 
lot of birds reaches the proper age 
for removal to the hardening pens. 
The thermostatic heat control main- 
tains proper temperature for the 
newly hatched birds. 


Fifty Brooder Houses 


While this is going on at the 


brooder house the potential occu- 
pants of that house are popping out 
of their shells in the incubators de- 
manding immediate attention and 
the following day they are removed 
to their new quarters and their 
place in the incubator is taken by 
a .fresh lot of eggs. This will con- 
tinue until enough eggs have been 
set to supply chicks to fill the' 50 
brooder houses the second time. 
Two hundred to 235 chicks are 
placed in each brooder at a time. 


While ringnecked pheasants are 
the principal production at the 
State Game, Farm, a number of 
Reeves pheasants have also been 
hatched and visitors at the farm 
these days are finding a great deal 
of amusement watching the mane- 
uvers of the "fleet" of many Mal- 
lard ducks of all-ages from one to 
six .weeks as they swim about the 
lake near the farm entrance.

Egg Production Peak Passed 
Egg production, Superintendent 


Warfel says, ha;i now passed its 
peak and is declining. Egg gather- 
ing will be discontinued the last of 
this month; the :laying pens will be 
broken up and the birds will be re- 
turned to their winter quuarters. 
Egg production was at its high- 


est during the week of May 20. It 
averaged slightly over 1000 eggs a 
day for that weefc. Now it is about 
700 per day. 


"Fifty-seven thousand eggs have 
been gathered from the laying fields 
to date and we expect that the total 
production for the season will go 
something over the total for last 
season, which was 61,000," Mr. 
Warfel stated, adding that "29,000 
of these eggs have been set in the 
incubators her^ at the farm and 
about 5,000 more 'will be set before 
the close of the hatching season.

while the remaining 2,100 were de- 
livered to sportsmen's organizations 
that were interested enough to se- 
cure brooding equipment similar to 
that on the state game farm and 
raise the birds for distribution on 
open hunting grounds. 


High Percenlage Of Hatching 
Due to the high percentage of 


hatching (over 78 percent of all eggs 
set) the broders were filled to ca- 
pacity early in'June and were a 
little crowded, setting of eggs .was 
curtailed long enough to allow the 
first hatches to reach the proper 
age to be removed from the brooder 
houses before the second crop of 
birds hatched for those houses. For 
the first 
filling of the brooder 
houses a setting schedule of 2,000 
eggs every fourth day was main- 
tained until enough eggs had been 
set to fill the brooders and supply 
the demand for day-old pheasant 
chicks. 


The 10,000 egg incubators has 


been filled again,-settings of 2,000 
and 2,250 eggs each having been 
put in. They are placed in an order 
to make it possible to allow one day 
for cleaning and disinfecting the 
brooder house and supplying fresh 
litter and re-adjusting the ther- 
mostatic heat control after each 
lot of birds reaches the proper age 
for removal to the hardening pens. 
The thermostatic heat control main- 
tains proper temperature for the 
newly hatched birds. 


Fifty Brooder Houses 


While this is going on at the 


brooder house the potential occu- 
pants of that house are popping out 
of their shells in the incubators de- 
manding immediate attention and 
the following day they are removed 
to their new quarters and their 
place in the incubator is taken by 
a fresh lot of eggs. This will con- 
tinue until enough eggs have been 
set to supply chicks to fill the' 50 
brooder houses the second time. 
Two hundred to 235 chicks are 
placed in each brooder at a time. 


While ringnecked pheasants are 
the principal production at the 
State Game, Farm, a number of 
Reeves pheasants have also been

Lawrence county's relief job to- 
day, like in many, many other coun- 
ties of the state, is about as big as 
that of one year ago, in the opinion 
of Dr. G. s. Bennett, chairman of 
the Lawrence County ' Emergency 
Relief board since it assumed the 
major part of the county's relief

The doctor—facts to him form the 
most impressive indicator—pointed 
to the present case load of his or- 
ganization, 4,029 families, consti- 
tuting about 18,000 persons. 


That load is not much less than 
the June load of 1933. 


Two outstanding reasons, in Dr. 
Bennett's opinion, for the heavy 
case load of today are the failure of 
local industry to absorb the num- 
ber of unemployed men that had 
at first been anticipated and the 
failure of the county to take ad- 
vantage of construction 
opportun- 
ities presented under the Public 
Works-.program. 
Discussing today's relief situation 


and recalling the first meeting of 
a year ago at which preliminary 
plans were drawn 
for 
Lawrence 


county's participation in the Pub- 
lic Works program, 
Dr. 
Bennett 
said: 


"Not. one man, I believe records 


will show, has been placed, on Pub- 
lic Works projects 
in 
Lawrence 


county by the county—the new Rose 
Point bridge is a state highway de- 
partment project. 
At that first 


meeting we were assured of the co- 
operation of all." 


Of industry's part in the employ- 


ment of men on relief the county 
chairman Said that "new .cases com- 
ing on our lists are balancing things 
with those whom industry hires." 
He said there are many who had 
financial resources to carry them 
along, but who now are finding 
their finances depleted, and indus- 
try has not been able to take enor.gh 
to offset the new cases.

"The federal government," 
Dr 
Bennett went on, "has been urging 
our own county as well as others to 
begin some Public Works projects as 
soon as possible, in order that men 
may be placed." 
The fact that the local relief rolls 
were swelled by 47 "new" relief fam- 
ilies within a week's time recently 
presents a true picture of relief con- 
ditions here, similar in most cases 
to the relief situations which now 
exist throughout the state. 
Dr. Bennett said Executive Di- 
rector Eric H. Biddle's new state re- 
port shows but one county of the 
state of the state's 87 with a reduc- 
tion in its relief case load.

Denounces Government 
Ownership Of Railroads 


(International News Service) 


PITTSBURGH, 
June 
23—De- 


scribing the evil-of making a "po- 
litical catspaw" of the railways, H. 
A. Palmer, of Chicago editor of the 
"Traffic World" was on record here 
today with a scathing denunciation 
of any form of government owner- 
ship of the nation's railroads. 


The editor spoke before a gather- 


ing of shippers, railroad executives 
and advisors who had just heard 
predictions of a 5.2 percent increase 
in railroad shipments for the third 
quarter of 1934, compared with the 
same period last year. 


Just Politicians 


"In .the first place," Palmer de- 


clared, "some fellow like W. G. Mc- 
adoo would be put at the head of 
the railroads. He didn't know any- 


thing about railroading when he be- 
gan his job as director general and 
he never learned anything.«.bout it, 
and the various heads of regions or 
departments would be politicians. 


Drawing a parallell couched in 


•sharp terms, he added: 
. "Did you ever hear of a postmas- 
ter who knew anything about the 
postal business when he was ap- 
pointed—for that matter, what of 
the great General Johnson himself, 
administering all business by the 
grace of God and his 
own loud 
voice."
